I have a problem that has been going 


on for some time, but is especially 
magnified during the summer months. 
At times it is impossible to walk across 
the intersection at 2nd and 
24th, 


because the cars refuse to yield. The 
traffic on 24th is too fast to give a 
cripple enough time to cross, and the 
drivers don't look or don't care about 
the rights of a pedestrian. The police 
tell me to get the license number, but 
sometimes this isn't possible. 


As you know, pedestrians always 


have the right-of-way when they are 
legally crossing an intersection, and a 
driver endangering a pedestrian faces 
police charges if caught. 


Unfortunately, 
unless an 
officer 


witnesses the incident or you are able to 
get the license number, it is difficult to 
prosecute the offenders. 


The "walk" buttons you mentioned in 


your letter would do little to help, since 
they would normally change the light in 
your favor but not give you a protected 
crossing. 


The best solution to your problem is a 


little common sense on the part of both 
pedestrians and drivers — the time it 
takes a person to walk across the street 
isn't going to make anyone much later 
in getting where they're going, „ 


I would like to know if there's a city 


ordinance restricting the number of 
dogs a person can have within the city 
limits. My neighbor has six dogs and 
they bark all hours of the day and night. 
My husband and I both work and we've 
lost many hours of sleep because of 
those dogs. 


There is no ordinance limiting the 


number 
of dogs, but there is a 


regulation about dogs that are allowed 
to disturb neighbors by barking. 


In the City Code, Chapter 13, section 


3, states: "The act of permitting a dog 
to bark in such a manner as to disturb 
the inhabitants of the community is 
hereby declared to be a nuisance 
subject to abatement as provided for in 
the ordinance of the City of Corsicana." 


What that means is that you can file a 


complaint with the police department 
about the disturbance and the police 
will contact the dog owner and ask 
them to control the dogs. If the problem 
continues, the dogs can be impounded 
and the owners fined. 


But it takes someone to file a formal 


complaint before the police can act. 


There may be comfort somewhere in 


that at least you don't live in Dallas. 
There, you might be writing to com- 
plain about a neighbor with a yard full 
of monkeys. That was the case in a 
recent trial there which got a lot of 
publicity. 


What is wrong with our city water? It 


has been a milky color lately, and it 
tastes just awful. 


Roddy Ferguson, who is in charge of 


the city's water supply, says the milky 
color and taste are apparently the 
result of several breaks in city water 
lines during the past few weeks. 


He says he has had several corn- 


plaints about the water himself, but 
none in the last few days. 


The breaks in the line stir up stale 


water trapped in the dead ends in some 
of the pipes, he said, and thus the milky 
color and stale taste. 


But, Ferguson added, the bad tasting 


water should be out of the pipes by now 
and back to normal. 


Can you please tell me why Farm 


Knud 642 is the only farm road in the 
county that doesn't have the yellow 
stripe down the center of the road? 


According to the Texas Highway 


Department, a farm road must meet 
minimum daily traffic requirements 
before the state will paint a stripe down 
the center line. 


FM 642 docs not meet those minimum 


requirements, the THP says, and 
therefore is not striped. 


Those 
traffic 
counts are 
done 


periodically by highway department 
personnel, 
either 
by 
setting 
out 


automatic counters or by assigning an 
employe to count the cars as they go by. 


Until traffic on FM 642 increases 


significantly, the state says it will leave 
it as it is. 
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Commission under gun on property

"I hope y'all get beat the next 


time," A.C. Berry told Navarro 
County 
Commissioners 


Tuesday afternoon, and the 
recent increase in county taxes 
still 
did not push 
Berry's 


valuations past the limits of his 
exemptions, leaving him with 
no taxes to pay. 


Berry's reaction, though, was 


indicative of the resentment the 
commissioners fielded for the 
second day in a row as they met 
as the county tax board of 
equalization. 


Nor were the sharp remarks 


limited to the taxpayers who 
appeared before the board. 


Commissioner Billy Hargrove 


answered nearly every critic of 
the tax increase by saying that 
he didn't vote for the increase 
and laying the criticism at the 
feet of the rest of the com- 
mission. 


THIS 
WAS NOT 
silently 


tolerated long by other mem- 
bers of the commission though, 
and R.J. Henderson, who like 
Hargrove faces re-election next 
year, interrupted Hargrove at 
one point to tell him that he 
(Hargrove) made it sound like 
he was the only one opposed to 
increasing the taxes, while he 
(Henderson) had voted against 
the increase, also. 


Nor were those who passed 


the 
increase 
suffering 
in 


silence. Clint Bell and Thomas 
Dyer finally took to repeatedly 
answering Hargrove's repeated 
charges by blaming the need for 
the 
tax 
increase 
on past 


mismanagement of the budget 
by those, like Hargrove, who 
have been sitting on the county 
court longer than they have. 


"That ol' boy used all the 


money up before we got here," 
Bell said at one point. 


The commissioners weren't 


alone in receiving criticism, 
either, 
as 
Herman 
Gullatt 


objected 
to 
the 
"unlawful, 


arbitrary values" placed on 
property by the county tax 
office and said the county's tax 
roll was the "most ineffective, 
inaccurate and obsolete" he had 
ever seen. 


"You can't sit up here in the 


tax 
office 
and 
appraise 


property," Gullatt said. 


Commissioners 
asked Tax 


Assessor-Collector Jerry Scott 
to meet with Gullatt and Scott 
said that the property Gullatt 
said he had been trying to get 
off the tax roll was corrected on 
the proof roll and that E.W. 
Hable and Sons, whom Gullatt 
was representing, would not 
receive tax notices on the 
property in question. 


SCOTT HAD earlier told the 


commissioners that they were 
wrong to equalize 
property 


downward by comparing values 
of neighboring property. 


According to Scott, if one 


piece of property were valued 
correctly, it would probably be 
higher than a comparison piece 
of property, leaving that other 
property lower on the tax rolls 
and 
wrongly 
valued. 
By 


changing the 
value 
of the 


correctly appraised property 
downward, 
Scott 
said 
the 


commission would be ending up 
with two pieces of property 
incorrectly appraised. 


County 
Judge 
Rob Dunn 


defended the board's equalizing 
methods, saying that making 
the property equal according to 
the tax roll was the only way the 
board had of comparing the 
property values. 


Courthouse 
rent raised

Navarro 
County 
com- 


missioners 
took some steps 


Monday morning to bring in 
more money for the county by 
voting to seek $2,000 in mat- 
ching Soil Conservation funds 
and by raising the rent charged 
for soil conservation service 
offices in the courthouse. 


A letter from the Soil & Water 


Conservation Service indicated 
that up to $5,000 in federal and 
state 
funds 
would 
become 


available 
to 
counties next 


month on a dollar-for-dollar 
matching basis. R.J. Henderson 
made the motion for the county 
to put up $2,000 in funds in order 
to 
receive 
$2,000 more 
in 


matching funds. The motion 
was approved unanimously. 


THE 
COURT also voted 


unanimously to hike the rent 
charged 
to 
two soil con- 


servation offices located in the 
courthouse. 
Commissioner 


Billy Hargrove presented the 
proposed new rates in making a 
motion to send County Judge 
Rob Dunn to the offices to ex- 
plain the move and work out 
any problems it might cause. 


The 
courthouse presently 


houses three offices for two soil 
and water conservation offices, 
the 
U.S. 
A g r i c u l t u r a l 


Stabilization and Conservation 
Service (ASCS) and the U.S. 
Soil 
Conservation 
Service 


(SCS). 


The(SCS) which rents two 


offices, currently pays $192.50 a 


month for one and $68.75 a 
month for the second. Those 
rents would be raised to $300 a 
month 
and 
$150 a month 


respectively. Total rent from 
the SCS per month would go up 
from $261.25 a month to $450 a 
month. 


THE ASCS currently pays 


$114.16 a month for its office, 
but that will increase to $300 a 
month under the new proposal. 


In 
making 
his 
recom- 


mendation, Hargrove said the 
hikes would "just pay the light 
bill" for the offices and would 
not bring in any gain in county 
revenue. 


A motion to reopen a county 


road which has been closed for 
almost 30 years was denied 
u n a n i m o u s l y 
by 
com- 


missioners. The road, located in 
the M.J. Tidwell survey in 
precinct 1, was requested to be 
reopened 
by 
a landowner 


seeking better access to his 
fields. 


Noting that opening the road 


would cut through two pieces of 
property, Pet. 1 Commissioner 
Clint Bell made the motion to 
deny the request. That motion 
passed unanimously.

routine county bills. 


ABOUT 50 area 
residents 


waited

commissioners 


moved through the agenda to 
address the court when it

meeting past their scheduled 5 
p.m. deadline to handle the 
large turnout, granted 33 people 
reductions, at a rate of just over 
50 per cent of those appearing. 
Some people received reduc- 
tions on more than one piece of 
property.

Testimony ends 
in Sawyer trial

A former girlfriend of Clyde 


Ray Sawyer tearfully testified 
Tuesday that Sawyer had told 
her of the plan to rob Fred 
Cornelius the day before Cor- 
nelius was found dead Jan. 7, 
bound and gagged on the floor of 
a barn at the Westbrook Farms. 


Sawyer is on trial charged 


with the aggravated robbery of 
Cornelius. 


Both the state and the defense 


rested 
Tuesday 
afternoon 


following only three hours of 
testimony which saw no wit- 
nesses called by the defense. 


Wanda Robinson, Sawyer's 


former girlfriend told the eight 
woman, four-man jury that on 
the night of Jan. 6, the day 
before the robbery, Sawyer told 
her they were "going to try to 
rob Fred Cornelius." 


She also testified that on two 


different occasions on Jan. 7 
Sawyer made references to the 
robbery, saying at one time that 
the robbery netted each of the 
participants $400 and at another 
time he said, "Fred is dead." 


THE PARTICIPANTS in the 


robbery were indicated as being 
Thomas Earl Honea, and Mike 
Reagan. 
Honea 
was 
found 


guilty last week for his part in 
the crime and Reagan was not 
indicted because, according to 
District 
Attorney Pat 
Bat- 


chelor, there wasn't sufficient 
evidence to do so. 


Robinson and Cornelius' wife 


both testified that Sawyer knew 
Cornelius. Mrs. Cornelius said 
Sawyer had worked for them on 
several occasions. 


"I would let him in my house 


like he was my son," she said 
about Sawyer. She added that 


Sawyer was familiar with her 
husband's habit of carrying 
large sums of cash on his person 
and that Sawyer knew his 
routine of going to the barn 
about 7 a.m. every day. 


Mrs. 
Cornelius 
became 


shaken during her testimony 
when defense attorney Jimmy 
Morris 
had 
the 
shirt 
her 


husband was wearing the day 
he died brought into the cour- 
troom. 


According to her testimony, 


her husband left their house at 
around 7 a.m. on Jan. 7 and 
when he did not return for his 
coffee she went to the barn with 
Bo Loftis. She said she found 
her husband lying face down on 
the barn floor. 


DEPUTY 
SHERIFF 
Bob 


Rehders read to the court a 
statement signed by Sawyer on 
Jan. 15, the day he was arrested 
in Kerens. 


Sawyer's statement said, that 


Honea, Reagan and two girls, 
Wanda Howze and Debra Wade 
left Honea's apartment in two 
cars around 6 a.m. on Jan. 7 and 
drove out Highway 75 to 1-45 and 
let Honea and Reagan out near 
the pasture of the Westbrook 
Farms. 


According to the statement, 


Sawyer and the two girls drove 
the vehicles away. They drove 
south on 1-45 to Highway 31 then 
back up to Highway 75 and then 
north to the interstate again. 


Sawyer said, according to the 


statement, he and the girls then 
went back to the spot where 
Reagan and Honea were let off 
and waited. This was around 7 
a.m. When Reagan and Honea 
returned Reagan and the girls 
left in one car while Sawyer and 
Honea returned in the other to 
Honea's apartment on W. 7th. 


Sawyer did not take the stand. 


Miss Wade and Mrs. Howze 


go on trial July 18 on charges of 
aggravated robbery. 


BATCHELOR 
CALLED 


Honea to the stand, he said, for 
the benefit of the defense. When 
Honea reached the courtroom 
he asked to speak to District 
Judge Kenneth Douglas before 
being sworn in. Douglas then 
sent the jury out of the cour- 
troom 


According to Douglas, Honea 


would not answer any questions 
until he had consulted with his 
attorney 
Frank 
Murchison. 


While Murchison was being 
sought, Morris made a motion 
for a mistrial. 


He based his motion on the 


fact the state had called Honea 
before the jury not knowing 
whether or not he would testify. 
Batchelor countered saying that 
during the pre-trial hearing he 
had said he didn't know if 
anyone else implicated in the 
charges would testify if called 
and that he felt they would not.

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Thomas Honea given 99 years in Cornelius case

Thomas Earl Honea was sentenced Wed- 


nesday to 99 years in prison after he was 
found guilty of the aggravated robbery of 
Fred Cornelius on Jan. 7. 


The six-man, six-woman jury deliberated 


over an hour and half before arriving at the 
verdict and the punishment. 


Honea's court-appointed attorney, Frank 


Murchison, said an appeal is "definitely" 
planned. He said he would base the appeal on 
many of the objections he made to evidence 
used in the trial. 


CRUCIAL testimony was given by Deputy 


Sheriff Bob Rehders Wednesday morning. 
Rehders read to jury a statement made and 
signed by Honea on the day of his arrest, Jan. 
15. 


Honea, said, in the statement, that the 


Cornelius robbery had been planned for three 
or four days in advance, but each time was 
delayed. 


On Jan. 6, according to the statement, 


Honea and Clyde Ray Sawyer drove out to the 
Westbrook Farms on Highway 75. On the way 
they decided to put off the robbery because 


Mike Reagan was going to help them. Regan 
was not indicted by the Grand Jury. 


Reagan was not indicted because "In my 


opinion there was not enough evidence to 
warrant an indictment," according to District 
Attorney Pat Batchelor. 


Sawyer goes on trial Monday on a similar 


charge of aggravated robbery. 


HONEA'S statement added that that day 


he, Sawyer, Reagan and two girls, Wanda 
Wade Howze and Debbie Wade, partied all 
night «t Honea's apartment on W. 7th. On the 
morning of Jan. 7, Honea said he and Reagan 
waited in the barn for Cornelius to show up. 
He said when the man came in Reagan 
grabbed him and through him in in the barn. 


According to the statement Honea, and 


Reagan then bound and gagged Cornelius. 
Honea added that they wrestled for a time 
and then Cornelius "sorta give up." Reagan 
and Honea then took the money left the barn 
and walked across the pasture to 1-45 where 
Sawyer and the two women were waiting. 


The two women, Mrs. Wanda Howze and 


Miss Wade, go on trial July 18 on charges of 
aggravated robbery. 


Honea, in the statement, said he returned 


home after that and did not know Cornelius 
had died until Reagan brought a newspaper to 
him about 5:30 p.m. that Friday. 


HONEA himself did not take the witness 


stand during the trial. 


Deputies Grady McCall, Eddie Foreman 


and Don Hollingsworth testified to the events 
of the day Honea was arrested. McCall and 
Foreman's testimony was mostly concerned 
Honea being advised of his rights at the time 
of arrest at his arraignment, and during the 
questioning of the defendent by McCall and 
Rehders. 


Hollingsworth 
was 
the 
only 
witness 


presented by the defense. His testimony was 
to the presence of Wanda Robinson and 
Shirley 
• Peery at the Navarro County Jail 


the night of Honea's arrest. 


Hollingsworth said they were both present 


at the jail and the that Peery was placed in 
cell number three on the ground floor of the 
jail "because of the confusion" at the time. 


MISS Robinson testified Tuesday that Miss 


Peery had been locked into a cell in the jail 


without being charged on Jan. 15, but was 
later released. Miss Peery had been Honea's 
girlfriend at the time. 


McCall and Render's testified also that no 


promises or threats had been used to obtain 
Honea's statement. 


Both the defense and the prosecution rested 


their cases shortly before noon Wednesday. 
However, Murchison asked District Judge 
Kenneth Douglas if the defense could reopen 
testimony after lunch if Dr. John Barnes 
could be re-subpeonaed. Douglas agreed. 


BARNES testified to much of the same 


information as he did Tuesday. Murchison 
asked Barnes to list the evidence that he 
based his opinion that Cornelius died of 
suffucation. 


Barnes said he found evidence of vomit in 


the victim's mouth and respiratory tract and 
that it was of sufficient amount to cause 
death. He also testified that none of the 
abrasions on the body were sufficient to cause 
death. He added that the abrasions and red 
depressed marks on Cornelius' face and 
wrists were consistent with hin\being bound 
and gagged. 


Barries added the heart attack that Cor- 


nelius had before he died didnot cause death. 


District Attorney Pat Batchelor, in cross- 


examination, asked Barnes if it was "a fair 
statement" to say that the direct cause of 
death was induced by Cornelius's breathing 
the dust off the floor of the barn where he was 
found. Barnes said yes. 


MUCH OF Barnes' testimony dealt with 


whether or not Cornelius being bound and 
gagged was directly or indirectly connected 
with his death. 


In his closing arguments to the jury Mur- 


chison said the jury should consider whether 
or not there was intent to do "serious bodily 
injury" to Cornelius. He argued that Barnes' 
testimony showed that the surface injuries on 
Cornelius were not serious enough to cause 
death. 


Batchelor countered, saying that "death is 


pretty serious." He called the crime the 
"most heinous" he knew: "To leave a man 
bound and gagged face down to die on the 
dusty barn floor." Batchelor called for the 
jury to impose the maximum penalty for the 
crime, 99 years, which they did.

Culwell hopeful for school bill 


Hightower family holds 
Lake Whitney reunion

Corsicana School Supt. Mark 


Culwell, in Austin yesterday to 
observe the progress on a public 
school finance bill, says he 
expects the legislature to have a 
bill passed within the next five 
to seven days. 


The House was still at work on 


two bills, Culwell said, as, the 
Senate neared completion on its 
bill Tuesday afternoon. 


At issue in the two House bills 


are the questions of equity in 
education to all students in the 
state and tax relief to the 
property owners. 


Whichever bill passes, Cor- 


sicana stands to receive about a 
half million dollars in additional 
state aid, Culwell said. House 
Bill 1 would give CISD an 
estimated $558,000 in additional 


state aid next year. House Bill 2 
would give Corsicana about 
$596,000, 
according 
to 
the 


estimates. The Senate bill, if 
adopted as is, would give the 
local district about $575,000 
more. 


Culwell said the idea behind 


the bills now is, if nothing else, 
to assure local taxpayers that 
there will be no school tax in- 
creases for at least two more 
years. At one point, legislators 
had worked toward a bill which 
would have mandated local tax 
cuts. 


Culwell said school officials 


from across the state are in 
Austin closely watching the 
progress. 


"The general consensus of the 


school people was 
for 
the 


legilsators to get something 


passed and get it quick so we 
can get on with our business," 
Culwell said. 


School budgets in Texas, by 


law, must be adopted by August 
20th, yet administrators cannot 
prepare final budgets until they 
know how much state money 
their districts will receive. 


"It looked to me like they 


were getting down to business," 
Culwell said. "There wasn't any 


horseplay in the committee 
hearings this time, and I think 
the legislators were a whole lot 
more encouraged 
(Tuesday) 


than they were the first day." 


Culwell said the question of 


State State Supreme 
Court 


Justice Don Yarbrough, which 
the Legislature is due to con- 
sider in joint session Friday, 
may postpone final passage of 
bill until early next week.

Brain cells malfunction Police fencing even recovers lion 


DEAR DR. LAMB - Will 


you please write about 
hardening of the arteries? 
Every time my husband is in 
the hospital or in bed for a few 
days he gets confused, doesn't 
know where he is or what he 
does or says. It's awful. 


He is 74 years old and has 


been sick for a long time with 
several different things. I 
would like to know all I can 
about the confused way he 
gets. You can't reason with 
him then, and he thinks he's 
not at home when he is. 


DEAR READER - This is 


a very common condition in 
our society. Whenever the 
brain cells are not functioning 
properly you may have confu- 
sion. One can se.e this when 
the brain cells are affected by 
medicine or drugs, as may oc- 
cur even with excess alcohol. 


Fatty deposits in the 


arteries build up and interfere 
with the normal blood flow to 
brain cells This is the same 
disease that occurs in arteries 
elsewhere in the body This 
m a y cause 
s i g n i f i c a n t 


changes in personality, confu- 
sion and changes in behavior. 
The artery disease really 
decreases the oxygen supply 
to sensitive brain cells. 


There are studies being 


done on how to cope with 
these conditions but I must 
say there is very little that 
can be done at present. It is 
probably important to spend 
time trying to help the person 
relate to reality. Be firm in 
saying what the facts really 
are. In other words insist that 
he is home when his mind is 
playing tricks on him and he 
thinks he is not. Enforce the 
idea that a visitor is not some 
imagined person from the 
past. These people have a 
hard enough time determining 
what is correct without re- 
enforcing their fantasies. 


Good medical care helps. 


Any anemia may decrease the 
ability to supply oxygen to the 
brain and make matters 
worse. Careful attention to 
nutrition and providing as nor- 
mal an environment as possi- 
ble is about the best that can 
be done. 


The best approach is to pre- 


vent these problems in so far 
as possible. That 
means 


preventing 
atherosclerosis, 


the fatty-cholesterol deposits. 
Small strokes may also cause 
this condition and can best be 
prevented by controlling high 
blood pressure, avoiding 
obesity, eating a low-fat low- 
cholesterol 
diet, avoiding 


cigarettes and having a sensi- 
ble exercise program. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - My 


boys ages 7 and 9 pop their 
knuckles probably ten times a 
day or more I have heard this 
will cause them to have large 
knuckles when they are older 
and also that they could get 
arthritis from it.

Tuesday with the disclosure 
that the men operating the go- 
ing business on an industrial 
street in the southwestern por- 
tion of the city was actually 
being operated by Dallas police 
officers and FBI agents. 


The officers started a six- 


month phony fencing operation 


that has resulted in the recov- 
ery of millions of dollars worth 
of stolen property, including the 
lion. They put out the word that 
they were in the business of 
fencing stolen merchandise and 
got plenty of business. 


So far, more than 25 persons 


have been arrested and officers 
indicate that more arrests are 
coming. 


The merchandise 
recovered 


includes 75 automobiles, mo- 
torcycles, some large tractor- 


trailer rigs, 110 color television 
sets, 100 stereo units, 87 rifles, 
pistols and shotguns, two trac- 
tor-trailers loaded with heavy 
' equipment, 500 automobile and 
truck tires and 280 batteries. 


Dallas police chief Don Byrd 


said officers have been unable 
to determine where the lion 
came from. 


At a news conference Tues- 


day after Trend 
Associates 


went out of business, Byrd said 
the operation is a "message to 


hoodlums and burglars - that 
we intend to arrest them if they 
are dealing in hot merchan- 
dise." 


Officers said charges filed so 


far in connection with the oper- 
ation include state charges of 
burglary, theft, robbery and re- 
ceiving and concealing stolen 
property. Federal indictments 
are 
anticipated 
for 
such 


charges as theft of government 
property, theft from interstate 
shipments and federal firearms 


and postal violations. 


Byrd 
said 
officers 
spent 


about $53,000 purchasing goods, 
part of a $238,052 grant from 
the Law Enforcement Assist- 
ance Administration to finance 
the operation. 


About 65 per cent of the 


items were stolen in local bur- 
glaries, about 30 per cent from 
out of the Dallas area and a 
small amount came from out of 
Texas, officers said. 


The operation will result in a 


slowdown in the stolen property 
traffic "as soon as we get the 
people off the streets," Byrd 
said.
